Evaluation Of A Year 


Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin, appointed just about a 
year ago, considers the co-ordi- 
nation of the public works depart- 
ment among the major accomplish- 
ments of his first year in office. 

Talking this week’ withthe 
TOWNSMAN, Austin said that the 
particular department, its 
sprawling complex encompassing 
seven separate departments, had 
been a problem area for prior 
managers. 

The agreement among town 
officials and the townspeople at 
town meeting to appoint a director 
for the public works department, 
was a good one, he feels, and has 
allowed him time to turn atten- 
tion to other municipal matters, 

Austin felt the appointment of 
Robert McQuade as the public 
works director was  ‘‘most 
gratifying, since we were able to 
appoint a ‘capable and qualified 
man for the job and a person 
knowledgeable about Andover.” 

The creation of the new post and 
appointment of a director has led 
to the tying of the various depart- 
ments in the DPW category 
together. McQuade, as director 


now reports to Austin, rather than ~ 


the various superintendents and 
foremen, as was. the case 
previously.

In other matters, in evaluating 
a year in office, Austin found 
that strangely enough, schools 
were a major factor in the man- 
ager’s time. 

The problems arise from con- 
struction of new buildings. Plan- 
ning, completion and finalizing of 
the projects have been time con- 
suming. Projects involved include 
the new high school, Bancroft and 
West Elementary schools, and the 
planned addition to the William 
A. Doherty school. 

Austin noted that he had good 
relations with the school depart- 
ment and that meetings with the 
superintendent had been beneficial. 

Looking to the future, Austin 
feels that a study of the town’s 
recreation needs is necessary. 
He feels that the community school 
concept, used beneficially in other 
communities needs to be studied, 
to see if it is adaptable to An- 
dover’s needs. 

It is a matter under study by 
both town and school officials. 


Another matter under study, 
and being examined by the plan- 
ning board, is expansion of the 
downtown business area and pro- 
viding for adequate parking in the 
area. 

The town hall becomes a factor 
in this study, the manager said.

competency of department heads. 

Among the problems to be dealt 
with in the 70’s, he feels is the 
collective bargaining process, 
through which municipal em- 
ployees negotiate contracts with 
the town.

The process, which is compara- 
tively new in municipal affairs, 
‘fis a time consuming factor in a 
manager’s life.’’ Austin said. 

Coming here from Sharon a year 
ago, the manager finds that he is 
in a larger community with more 
problems, but still enjoys the 
challenge of a continually growing 
town.

Plans Near Ready 


Plans are moving ahead for 
the construction of a water treat- 
ment plant. at Haggett’s pond, to 
supply the town, and possibly the 
region with water taken from the 
Merrimack River, .coupled with 
the town’s sources. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin and Public Works Director 
Robert McQuade are scheduled 
to meet with HUD officials in 
New York on Aug. 4, to present 
the plans for the new facility. 

The local officials are seeking 
$1,500,000 in federal funds to 
assist in the construction of the 
plant which is estimated to cost 
in the vicinity of $4,000,000 when 
completed. 

Town meeting in March approved 
the construction of the plant, with 
the Finance Committee recom- 


if federal funds are obtained 
to assist in the project.

THe plant, when finished and in 
service, will replace the pumping 
station at Haggett’s pond. 

Water will be taken from the 
Merrimack and placed in Hag- 
gett’s. 

This will be possible through 
the existing Fish brook pumping: 
station. The reclamation project 
which has been in operation for 
the past few years, which takes 
water from Fish Brook at peak 


‘periods and places it back in 


Haggettts, is adaptable to taking 
water from the Merrimack. 

The river water will be pumped 
into Haggett’s where it will mix 
with the town’s main water sup- 
ply. Through aeration and nature 
it will tend to purify naturally, 
since it will be in the pond for 
lengthy periods of time. 

The water will then be taken 
into the water treatment plant

Arriving 


Good news for homemakers! 

The Mass. Dept. of Agriculture 
reports that the first native sweet 
corn of the season has arrived at 
many roadside stands and markets. 
It is of top quality and very tasty. 
The season has been ideal for 
growing juicy sweet kernels and 
most of the fields are in excel- 
lent condition. 

When buying corn, the best 
quality has a fresh green color, 
while the kernels are tender, 
milky, and sufficiently large to 
leave no space between the rows. 
They should be just firm enoughto 
puncture rather than easily split 
when slight pressure is applied. 
Ears should be generously filled 
to the tip with no rows of missing 
kernels. 

For best quality retention, do 
not remove husks until it is to 
be cooked!

Indian Lore On Exhibit 


Foklore buffs and aficionados 
of the American Indian are find- 
ing a rare resource in a new art 
exhibition at Boston’s Museum of 
Science. And local gallery habi- 
tues are becoming acquainted for 
the first time with an Alaskan 


artist famed on the west coast... 


for ‘‘her deft handling of color 
and form.”’ 

The artist is Dale De Armondof 
Juneau, whose impressionistic 
woodcuts in color _ illustrate 
legends of the Raven from the 
Tlingit and Haida Indians of the 
north Pacific coast. The prints 
will be on display through Sep- 
tember 6. 

The collection of 30 prints is 
the only complete set of the Raven 
series, Lent by Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert O. Kinsey of Pacific Pal- 
isades, California, they came to 
Boston from Guadalajara, Mexico, 
where they were most recently 
exhibited, and will be shown in the 
fall in Pasadena. Kinsey, who is 
vice president of WesternAirlines, 
Inc. flew to Boston to deliver the 
valuable collection personally. 

The Raven legends are told in 
many versions in the Indian vil- 
lages. ‘‘You’ll hear them dif- 
ferently, but Raven always seems 
to come through as a combination 
of God, Superman, W.C, Fields, 
and a conman,’’ Mrs, De Ar- 
mond says. ‘‘He is omnipotent,

beneficent, and crooked as a dog’s 
hind leg.” 

In the Indian versions literal 
translations are often too plain- 
spoken for general publication. 
One original source study by a 
renowned early anthropologist re- 
mains for the most part in his 
Latin. Few want the job of trying 
to ‘‘clean it up.’’ 

The legends from which Mrs. 
De Armond worked were condensed 
by her husband from translations 
published in 1905 by the Smith- 
sonian Institution. The Museum of 
Science library has a copy of this 
early book with its phonetic and 
English translations. 

According to the Magazine 
Alaska Sportsman, Mrs. De Ar- 
mond’s woodcuts capture the spirit 
of the ancient Indian tales with 
their close kinship to the earth 
and the plants and animals of the 
north Pacific region.

There are some weird ideas 
floating around as possible solu- 
tions to environmental problems. 

Out in California, scientists are 
trying to raise pollution -- resis- 
tant trees . . . figuring, I sup- 
pose, that it’s easier to create new 
trees than to eliminate air pollu- 
tion. : 

And in the Midwest, they are 
breeding fish who like polluted 
water... if they can get an edible 
fish who thrives on pollution, they 
say, think of what it can save in 
cleaning the water. 

But my favorite is the noise 
machine being used widely in New 
York City to drown out traffic 
noises. The idea behind this one 
is that if you have a continuous 
low-level noise in your ears, you 
won’t be bothered so much by 
things like ambulance sirens, air 
drills, and rumbling trucks. Sales 
are reputed to be booming, and 
the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development has actually 
been investigating the idea of using 
noise machines to solve the pro- 
blem of low-flying jets near air- 
ports. 


A possible way to solve the 
noise problem for the next gen- 
eration . . . a long-range solu- 
tion, admittedly . . . would be to 
make absolutely sure your kids 
adore the latest and loudest music, 
‘This will not only mask current 
noises, but will make them deaf 
by the age of twenty-five. Then 
they have only to turn off their 
hearing aids and for the first 
time in their entire twenty-five 
years they will be able to enjoy 
the amazing sound of silence, in 
real life as well as in song. 

Oh, there are lots of good solu- 
tions to pollution. For the ugli- 
ness of visual pollution, the gov- 
ernment could issue rose-colored 
glasses to all citizens. Air pol- 
lution would be less of a problem 
if rose-smelling masks were is- 
sued to lessen the odor.

policy as the custodian of literal- 
ly billions of dollars of the Com- 
monwealth taxpayers’ money has 
been to issue monthly financial 
reports, points out that the end- 
of-the-year cash balance high- 
lights his latest report. 

In his regular monthly report, 
Treasurer Crane notes that the 
cash balance for the end of June, 
when the Commonwealth ‘‘closed 
its books,’’ had jumped from 
$18.6 million at the end of May 
to the $169,298,771 total as of 
June 30. 

He added that the huge increase 
resulted from a rush of end-of- 
the-year business, involving, prin- 
cipally, receipts for the final month 
of the state’s fiscal calendar. 

Treasurer Crane’s latest 
monthly report shows that the 
state’s total disbursements for 
the month of June amounts to 
$299,658,958. Offsetting those ex- 
penditures, however, the state 
treasurer lists ‘‘total receipts for 
the month of June, 1970” as 
$450,288,351, which was reflected 
in the substantial increase in the 
Commonwealth’s cash balance. 

Massachusetts’ total bonded in- 
debtedness, State Treasurer Crane 
reported today, is still over the 
one billion doilar mark and has 
increased by more than $50 mil- 
lion over the same period a year 
ago. He said that as of July 1, 
the state’s bonded indebtedness 
was $1,076,628,000 as compared 
with $1,023,825,000 for July 1, 
1969.

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A ‘Moving’ Experience 


I now have a better idea of 
how the Arctic tern feels on its 
annual 12,000-mile flight from 
Machias Seal Island or Plymouth 
Beach across the Atlantic to West 
Africa and then southward to the 
Antarctic for I recently moved 
13 miles. 

Moving involves so muchmisery 
that it is hard to understand why 
Arctic terns become jittery in 
late August and show rather posi- 
tive excitement about the trip that 
soon will follow. Perhaps the ob- 
vious absence of moving vans has 
something to do with it. 

The stresses associated with 
relocating makes one wonder how 
far man has progressed. And 
raises the question of how come 
the other animals were too smart 
to fall in step with the brainy 
schemes that the brainiest of all 
mammals has imposed upon him- 
self. As I watched «4 rather end- 
less-belt of moving men lugging 
barrels out of two vans, it became 
rather clear to me how much hap- 
pier our lives might be if we had 
the good sense never to open any 
of those barrels and encumber our 
lives once again with their at- 
tractive but time-consuming 
contents. I once lived two years 
with no more possessions than a 
barracks bag could accommodate. 
And while I cannot truthfully say 
those were my happiest years, 
they would have been passable ex- 
cept for a few inconsiderate per- 
sons who planned to shoot either 
me or my counterpart. 

But, alas, the days when our 
forefathers shouldered a stone axe 
and announced to anyone who 
wished to follow that he was off 
on a search for a cleaner cave 
seem to have _ disappeared. 
Probably some _ flaxen-haired 
wench who said she wanted to go 
along but insisted upon lugging 
a few bearly-used bearskins gum- 
med up the perfect life. So much 
for the mammal that has destroyed 
his own happiness. 

The other mammals have tra- 
veled a more sensible path. While 
many of them move to new homes -- 
and a few move quite frequently 
-- they leave behind the mementoes 
of past life. The exceptions to 
this bold rule largely arefemales. 
The vixen who fears that her fox 
pups have been discovered by some 
threatening neighbor oftenclutters 
her existence by moving them. 
Female raccoons sometimes seek 
a safer den and carry the young 
to it. In fact, several mammals 
move their young and in areas 
where the females sense danger, 
these moves may be frequent. 

Perhaps it is because our own 
young require so many years in 
maturing that mankind became en- 
meshed in this sticky web known 
as moving. By the time a litter 
of children has matriculated 
through high school -- and pos- 
sibly through college -- the habit 
of carrying around everything that 
might some day be useful has be- 
come ingrained. Probably it is 
too late to reform, since the bright 
flame of life has been spent. At 
that point one may hope that among 
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possession there yet may be a few 
smoldering embers. 

While this theory lacks con- 
firmation, there is some slight 
indication it may be true. For 
instance, the only- persons whom I 
know that can move their pos- 
sessions in their motor cars are 
bachelors. 


W estern 
Electric 
Sets Record 


Western Electric, the manufac- 
turing and supply unit of the Bell 
System, closed its books on 100 
years of operations in 1969 by 
posting record total sales ap- 
proaching $4.9 billion, the com- 
pany announced today. 

The company, which was found- 
ed in 1869, said in its annual re- 
port that 1969 sales to Bell tele- 
phone companies exceeded $4 bil- 
lion, an increase of 20 percent over 
1968. Government sales totaled 
$684 million, up $144 million over 
1968, 

Earnings, Western Electric re- 
ported, ‘‘reflected the high level 
of demand for our products as 
well as our continued effective cost 
performance.’’ For each dollar 
the company received in 1969, it 
earned 4.6 cents, compared to 4.7 
cents in 1968. 

Also in 1959, Western Electric; 

Produced record amounts of 
switching equipment of all kinds 
to enable the telephone companies 
to increase the capacity of their 
switching centers. + 

Manufactured a new high of 9.4 
million telephone sets, which is 
roughly equivalent to all the phones 
in use in France and Belgium. 

Sold a record 276 billion con- 
ductor feet of exchange cable, of 
which 248 billion conductor feet 
were manufactured by the com- 


any. 

Introduced a prozess for cut- 
ting brittle materials with alaser, 
replacing such conventional sep- 
aration techniqies as diamond 
scribing or sawing with diamond 
impregnated wheels. 

Added a total of.2.6 million dial 
lines to the telephone network on 
some 130,000 separate jobs. 

Paid $2.1 billion for materials 
and services, including raw ma- 
terials for its own manufacturing 
plants’ and supplies for the Bell 
companies. The payments went 
to more than 48,000 suppliers 
in some 4,000 cities throughout 
the United ‘States. In Massachu- 
setts, $159 million was paid to 
2,442 suppliers in 209 cities. 

The Merrimack Valley Worksin 
1969 made payments totaling $54.3 
million to 10,174 suppliers in the 
United States. $14.2 million of 
this was paid to 1,108 Massachu- 
setts sources, with $3.7 million 
going to 216 Merrimack Val- 
ley suppliers. 

In the Greater Lawrence area, 
135 suppliers were paid $2.7 mil- 
lion by the Merrimack Valley 
Works.

To meet record needs of tele- 
phone companies, Western Elec- 
tric said it made maximum use 
of human and material resources 
and moved to increase them 
throughout the year. Barometers 
of this effort, the company said, 
were: a 15 percent expansion of 
its work force, bringing the year- 
end total to 203,600 employees 
(at the Merrimack Valley Works, 
615 additional employees were 
hired during 1969) considerable 
overtime work and the addition or 
expansion of shifts; record spend- 
ing of $216 million for new plants 
and equipment; and an increase 
in total capital invested in the 
business of $269 million to ‘i- 
nance plant expansion and in- 
crease working capital needed to 
support the higher level of demand

Western Electric said it contin- 
ued to o®fset many increases inthe 
cost of doing business in 1969 
through its engineering cost re- 
duction progrdm., The program 
rang up first-year savings of $45 
million on cases made effective 
in 1969.

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Editorial Comment 


A Thought 


The time has come, we think, ‘to seriously consider the 
advisability of operating public school buildings on a 
year-’round basis. 

Ten months a year operating probably eight to ten hours 
a day seems to be waste of taxpayer’s money. 

The citizens of Andover and other communities are now 
paying millions of dollars per year to erect architectural 
triumphs only to have them used but a portion of the time. 

Here, in Andover, we are constructing new buildings 
with air conditioning, thus their summer use could very 
well adapt to educational programs. 

The thought strikes us as an essential consideration for 
school authorities. 

We are plagued with the need of new school construc- 
tion. Expensive, but necessary, new classrooms are facing 
the taxpayers of this community. 

It is not a new idea, and it is not one blessed with 
popularity, but using a public building on a 12 month basis 
certainly seems to be a feasible and workable solution and 
one which may end in saving money. 

Most all of our newer buildings are adequately climate 
controlled — heat in the winter, coolness in the summer. 

Why not utilize them? 

Either by adjusting schedules to keep classes going on 
a 12-month basis, or making use of summer school pro- 
grams, through which youngsters could enrich their educa- 
tion. 

We recall an elementary youngster who was thrilled to 
be able to go to summer school, because she did not have 
to take compulsory courses, but the poetry and art, or 
varied fields not a part of the regular year’s curriculum. 

These same school buildings, once again reiterating the 
cost of same as being in the millions, should also be 
utilized throughout the year in evening hours, which Dr. 
Kenneth R. Seifert, superintendent of schools, advocated 
shortly after he came here. 

He virtually opened the schools to the town and offered 
their use to Recreation Director Leslie Bartow, but no es- 
sential programs have yet been initiated. 

Realizing that this is summer and vacation time, we 
might note that normal vacations are about two weeks in 
length. 

The remaining time, for municipal officials, should be 
spent in examining the best use of these costly buildings, 
so that the taxpayers obtain the maximum benefit from 
their tax dollar. 


A Year Later 


We observe this week the first anniversary of a most 
historic event, and with it probably a reminder of the 
apathy of human nature, or probably better stated, the 
fleeting response to accomplishment. 

A year ago when Neil Armstrong and James Aldrin 
stepped on the Moon, the first time a human being had 
ever accomplished such a feat, it was looked upon as an 
internationally unifying effort. 

The eyes of the world watched as the historic event took 
place. 

‘“‘We came in peace,’’ the astronauts proclaimed and left 
the message on the moon. 

Thousands of minds and millions of dollars had provided 
for this first lunar landing. 

Its success was applauded throughout the world and 
looked upon as a possible effort at unifying nations and 
making definite steps toward a peaceful world. 

Yet, a year later, things throughout this troubled world 
have not improved that much, if any. 


Our problems still beset this country and foreign nations. 

Probably the lesson here, is that while man was suc- 
cessful in reaching celestial heights, his true goal in 
these troubled times fell slightly short of the Heavenly 
attention he should be giving to his earthly life.

asked for funds to provide working 
drawings. 

At this rate, the drawings may 
be ready for the request for build- 
ing funds at the annual town meeting 
in March, but possibly not. 

The chairman noted that it is 
conceivable that a special town 
meeting may be needed to pro- 
vide building funds, since the 
working drawings may’ take longer 
than the October to March time 
period.

One of the factors expected to 
aid in the obtaining of federal 
funds, is that the new facility is 
adaptible to use on a regional 
basis.

Crusade For 
Clean Water 


The Citizens’ Crusade for Clean 
Water, which last year helped win 
an appropriation of $800 million 
for waste treatment plants, is back 
at work again this-year. 

The Crusade is working for ‘ull 
funding of $1.25 billion authorized 
for fiscal year 1971 (but not yet 
appropriated) under the Clean 
Water Restoration Act of 1966. 

Rather than ask for this appro- 
priation, the Administration has 
introduced a new bill which would 
provide $4 billion over four years 
in an advance-commitment pro- 
gram. 

The National Wildlife Fed- 
eration’s ‘‘Conservation News” 
comments, ‘‘The Nixon four-year, 
$4 billion proposal faces an un- 
certain future in Congress. The 
Crusade feels it is unlikely that 
Congress will agree to an ex- 
tended funding bill during an elec- 
tion year. Therefore, to assure 
passage of the necessary funds by 
July 1 to prevent a standstill at 
the federal end of the waste treat- 
ment program, the Crusade is 
working for passage of the full 
$1.25 appropriation.” 

Louis S. Clapper, Conservation 
Director for the National Wildlife 
Federation, is coordinating the 
Crusade this year. Clapper said, 
‘“<Some members of our coalition 
see merit in proposals for four 
or five-year advance federal com- 
mitments to states and munici- 
palities for waste treatment plant 
construction funds. However, until 
such a program is approved, we 
feel we must continue the ongoing 
program under provisions of the 
only authorization currently ef- 
fective. . . There is no question 
that the full $1.25 billion can be 
used by the municipalities to good 
advantage.”’

The selectmen have commended 
Civil Defense Director Burton 
Batcheller for his work in super- 
vising that department. 

Batcheller recently gave a 
report to the board, indicating the 
work he, and the men in his de- 
partment are doing. 

Among the most notable within 
recent months, of course, was the 
48-hour program in which many 
local residents resided in a fall- 
out shelter in simulated conditions 
at Andover High school. 

The CD director informed the 
board that the U.S, Army Corps 
of Engineers is about to survey 
the new Public Safety Center as 
well as the addition to the West 
school, to authorize the buildings 
for additional fallout shelters for 
the town, 


At present, the number of fall- . 


out shelters and the spaces avail- 
able, exceeds Andover’s popula- 
tion. They are stocked and ready 
to meet any disaster situation. 

Batcheller asked the selectmen 
to take into consideration when 
planning the 1971 budget, the pos- 
sible cost of $40,000 for properly 
eq: ipping the CD unit in the public 
safety center. He said that this 
figure would be met by matching 
funds from the federal government. 

The director said that he is 
currently working with other CD 
directors in the area in working 
out a disaster plan for the region. 

He reported that the radio group, 
which meets weekly and has good 
attendance even during the cur- 
rent vacation period, was in need 
of an antenna hookup on the new 
safety center. He felt that there 
were sufficient funds to provide 
this facility. 

Selectman Roger W. Collins ex- 
pressed the appreciation of the 
board and the town to Batcheller 
for the work he is doing and 
continuing to improve the program 
here. He commended him, and had 
unanimous approval of his col- 
leagues for his efforts in obtain- 
ing materials and equipment for
